The following letter received from David L. Reddy 
CEPAE, dated March 13, 1979 is worthy of reading. 
It expresses so well the precepts of OCWA, and of 
Amateur Radio. It was written long before Father 
David knew that he had won the QCWA Plaque! 


"I am herewith enclosing my log for the SSB part 
of this year's QSO Party. It was a most enjoyable 
experience for me to be able to take part in this 
QSO Party together with so many venerable pioneers 
of amateur radio. I really felt tremendously el- 
evated with a renewed confidence in the quality of 
our hobby. There was no great rushto simply rack 
up a high score. Each one had time fora few kind 
words - of remembrances with old friends and of 
welcome to the newcomers. In many instances sta- 
tions told others that I was calling them; some 
also let me make a QSO on their frequency. 


It was noteworthy also that when the hour got late 
the oldtimers generally went to bed. It was not 
like the cigareette and coffee round-the-clock 

operations of the youngsters in other contests... 
It was like a breath of fresh air from the 'I'm 
going out to win' attitudes. These oldtimers 

with their years of experience and their great 
wealth of interesting stories - and walls full of 
certificates and awards of by-gone days - have 

come to realize that another piece of paper for 


the wall is really not much of a contribution to 
the hobby or the state of the art. Good as are 
the means of communication, an necessary as are 


all the building and experimenting, the old tim- 
ers have learned that the content of their commu- 
nication is even more imprtant than the means to 
achieve it. 


I have been a member of QCWA only since November, 
1977, when I became eligible. But I have already 
begun to appreciate the greatness of it's spirit. 
I felt like a humble freshman walking for the 
first time in the hallowed corridors of an ivy- 
covered university, with its traditions and its 
greats. It was awe-inspiring. Some of the hams 
whom I had the privilege to contact were licensed 
even before I was born ~ imagine!

THE WAY THE WORLD TURNS..... 


These are Earth Satellite antennas operating in the 
4 - 6 GHz range, 10 meter dishes with a gain of 50 
aB. They are located on Elmwood Avenue, Buffalo, 
NY, and associated with Radio Station WBEN. 


Not all of us are conversant with dB gain...so as 
an example. These narrow beam dishes will direct 
a signal of 100 kilowatts in the direction they're 
aimed, for every 1 watt fed to the radiator. It is 
typical that the transmitters used in the Satell- 
ite service might have an output of 1500 watts. If 
so, the beam power is equivalent to 150 megawatts! 


The dishes are so accurately aimed as to be beyond 
belief. If they are off the satellite by as much 
as 3 to 4 degrees, the signal is gone. This sta- 
tion is directed by Ralph Voight.

Every so often someone mentions Hugo Gernsback. 


Most hams got their start in radio reading some of 
his books and magazines. 


Hugo Gernsback was born in Luxembourg. Studied 
science at the Ecole Industrelle and at Tecknikum, 
in Bingen, Germany. He came here in 1904 to pro- 
mote his invention of an improved dry battery, and 
founded the Electro Importing Company. 


He held 80 scientific patents. 


He was publisher of the magazine Sexology, and 
it's Spanish edition, Luz. He started publication 
of more than 50 periodicals, ranging thru humor, 
economics, photography, aviation & crime detection 


His first publication was Modern Electrics--1908 


kid living in what now houses 
in New York City, who sold me 
one of Gernsback's ideas of what a radio receiver 
should be. Damned if I could make it work, and 
when I took it apart, it was nothing but a couple 
of coils of wire on a cardboard form. That Guy 
turned out some fantastic pieces of junque!

Between Gernsback, and DeForest up at Highbridge 
the germ took over, and from the day I cut pieces 
of wire with a paper cutter, and swept out the 
factory, I was a lost soul so far as radio was 
concerned. 


The big problem in New York City in those early 
days was the two kinds of juice available. On the 
east side it was DC and on the west it was AC fur- 
nished by United Electric. 


Father Ryan of the Irish Immigrant Girls Home at 
the Battery bought a radio with a DC supply sys- 
tem. I could not make it work and almost quit 
radio right then and there!

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THE STORY OF KMICC 


In the year 1901, Marconi came 
to Cape Cod to establish the first 
wireless station in the Western 
hemisphere. This station later 
became WCC. When the plans for 
a memorial amateur operation were 
being formulated by the members 
of Barnstable Radio Club, under 
the leadership of KlVvv, it was 
decided that the basic theme of 
the operation would be the cele- 
bration of the 75th anniversity 
of the first radio transmission 
across the Atlantic from America 
to England. On January 18, 1978 
at 8 PM, local time, exactly 75 
years later, messages from that 
famous night were retransmitted 
on CW, SSB, RTTY and ATV, KMICC 
made over 7500 contacts worldwide 
during the week, Jan. 14-22. The 
Club hosted visits frommore than 
3000 people who saw the opera- 
tion and the exhibit at the Cape 
Cod National Seashore..where the 
site is located. 


CW was sent by buzz boxes (the 
450 cycle note of the original CC 
station). It was sure nostalgia 
for old timers who had copied the 
note from 1903 through 1917. At 
the exhibit is an old 6" rotary 
spark transmitter with a coherer 
receiver, If you ever get up 
that way ask the attendant for a 
demonstration and listen to some 
damped waves. Many hams came to 
work the station and enjoyed the 
cold windy wx as Marconi certain- 
ly encountered. The tone you 
heard on CW was an audio oscil- 
lator (specially licensed by FCC) 
with a low frequency note. Try 
it, you'll like it. WIGAY was 
QSL manager and he tells of many 
cards received from CW contacts 
with reports of 599 -- really it 
was more like 593, Hi. Ted, I 
was there 5 days working 15 & 20 
SSB, and on big day, January 18, 
worked 20 SSB DX only. It was a 
big thrill as it started my 43rd 
year in ham radio. Figure they 
had a good call sign in today's 
language for their QSO manager..

Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 


must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
amateur license, It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years, Proof of 


eligibility must be given. Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in many cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $14 


for three years are payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $70, plus the $3 entry fee, Time 


payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $35, 20 and 15 respectively. Upon comple- 
tion of the payment of the fee, Life Member- 
ship Certificate and membership card is sent. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member. The numbers are never reissued, 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership, Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold Certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members, In the event a certificate is 
to be replaced, a charge of $1.00 is made. 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY certificates are issued upon appli- 
cation, and proof of eligibility. Those having 50 or 
more years in Amateur Radio are qualified, Endorsement 
stickers for each 2-year interval over the basic fifty 
years are available from Chapter Secretaries. 


QCWA CENTURY CLUB CERTIFICATE, is a new Award voted by 
the Board of Directors in February, 1978, Eligibility 
is based upon a members age plus his years in QCWA (in 
good standing) being equal to 100 or more. Proof of 
eligibility must be established by the applicant. Age 
by copy of drivers license, etc...Headquarters attests 
to your eligibility and will issue the Certificate. 


50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED CERTIFICATE is issued 
to QCWA members whose calls appear in callbooks since 
1929. There is a charge of $1 for the Certificate, It 
must be applied for with proof of eligibility supplied 
at the time of application. 


60th ANNIVERSARY CERTIFICATE is issued to those QCWA 
members who have completed 60 years as a licensed Ama- 
teur. Proof of such licensing is required. Endorse- 
ments may be obtained at 2-year intervals. 1912 is the 
first year considered as amateur licensed.
